EDITORIAL. 


South Melbourne arrive at Perry Park today 
needing a win to maintain any realistic chance 
of toppling the Melbourne Knights from top 
spot in the Coca-Cola Soccer League, The 
Brisbane Strikers arrive at Perry Park today 
needing a win to maintain any realistic chance 
of dislodging Sydney Olympic from the coveted 
sixth position. Someone is going to leave 
disappointed from this make or break match, 
A draw really does not suit either team’s 
aspirations, so the real 
winners could well be you, 
the supporters and SBS 
Television who are in town 
to make this clash their 
match of the Day. 


T hope I am wrong, but the start of the 
XXXX League has thrown up a disturbing 
problem, The competition seems to have split 
down the middle between the “haves” and 
“have nots”, Riding high are clubs such as 
North Star, Pine Rivers and Rochedale but 
clubs such as Rocklea and Acacia Ridge have 
copped hammerings. It will not be good for 
local soccer if results such as 6-0 appear every 
week, 


The Perry Park redevelopment has become 
a very important priority in recent weeks with 
all of the wet weather we have had, We 
desperately need to see that second ground 
operative rather than players having to retreat 
indoors or having to settle for sprints and 
“stomachs” on the ground extremities. It is no- 
one’s fault but it can become frustrating for 
everyone concerned when you are trying to 
prepare a team mentally and physically to play 
in Australia’s leading competition. 


In no particular order I would like to pass 
comment on some of the current issues of 
debate in Australian soccer. 


Mark Viduka and the country versus club 
debate - of course he should play and tour for 


his country, so should Clint Bolton, but Les 
Scheinflug should stop heading for the “moral 
high ground” and admit that this tour was 
scheduled at the last minute in an entirely 
inappropriate manner. 


Ethnic Flags - when is the ASF and the 
CCSL going to get fair dinkum on the issue? 
Does the “Australianisation” of the game mean, 
anything to them or not? I certainly hope so! 


Promotion and 
Relegation - I must agree 
with Tan Holmes (ASF 
Chief Executive) that 
promotion and relegation belongs to a bygone 
era but I would make the point that there are 
too many teams in the competition who make 
‘no attempt to adhere to criteria laid down. 


The Number of Teams - teams from 
Brisbane, Newcastle and Wollongong have to 
be in a “National” League; a strong case can 
put for Canberra and Perth; at the risk of being 
controversial, two teams is too many for a 
population centre such as Adelaide; four teams 
from Melbourne and another from near 
Melbourne is outrageous, 


Three teams from Victoria would be 
adequate and four teams from Sydney is one, 
possibly two, too many. Why won’t any of this 
change? Because soccer in the southern states 
is racked by ethnic and political divisions. It 
saddens me to say it, but it is the plain truth. 


A Salary Cap - I am genuinely uncertain 
on this issue, but I am inclined to believe that, 
rather than limiting clubs, the ASF/CCSL 
should be targeting those clubs who have 
proven to be poor money managers and offer 
them some education as to how to better look 
after their fiscal affairs.
